NOTICE OF ABANDONMENT 

Decision on Petition 

The above-identified application is abandoned for failure to timely reply to the Decision on Petition mailed on

An e-mail was then sent to him at his last known e-mail address, however, it was not 
delivered. 

An inquiry was made at his last known work office, however, and it was discovered 
that he had retired and noone had useful information about him. 

An Internet search was performed in an attempt to find him. 

Although several attempts were made to contact him in the above ways, none were 
successful. His whereabouts are still unknown. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that 
co-inventor Atsushi SATO is unavailable for executing the Declaration.
